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Rockne said it all 
with a wink to Weir

In the closing minutes of the Ne- 
braska football team’s 17-0) victory 
over Notre Dame at Memorial Sta- 
dium in 1925, Knute Rockne winked 
at Ed Weir. 

The wink must have seemed curi- 
ous to anyone who noticed. 

Rockne was, after all, the Notre 
Dame head coach, And Weir was a 
Cornhusker tackle. “No one else 
could know what he meant,” Weir re- 
called many years later. 

“But 1 understood.” 

Placed in context, it was easily un- 
derstood. Rockne was paying Weir 
yet one more compliment in a unique 
relationship, which began on that 
same football field in 1923. 

World War I had'ended, to usher in 
the Roaring 20s, an “era of wonderful 


~ nonsense,” according to one histo- 
| rian. It was a time of prohibition, of 


flappers in short skirts and bobbed 


hair, of “Model T” Fords, jazz bands 


and spectator sports. 


Dave Noble (1921-1923). engi- 
neered two upsets of the Fight- 
ing Irish from Notre Dame. 
Clarence Swanson (1918-1921), 
end and captain of the 1921 team, 
was inducted into the National Foot- 
ball Hall of Fame in 1973. 
The background shows the Me- 
morial Stadium stands during the 
dedication games vs. Kansas in 1923, 
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It also was a time when Nebraska 
and Notre Dame regularly played 
football against each other, finishing ~ 
an Il-game series that began with a 
20-19 Cornhusker victory in Lincoin 
in 1915 and ended with Nebraska's 17- 
0 victory in 1925. 

Like everything else in this coun- 
try, Cornhusker football felt the pro- 
found effects of World War I. 

Nebraska played an abbreviated 
schedule as an independent in 1918, 
canceling games against Iowa State, 
Missouri, Syracuse and West Virginia 
because of wartime travel restric- 
tions, 

Coach W.G. Kiline’s only Corn- 
husker team was 2-3-1. The scoreless 
tie was with Notre Dame in Lincoln. 

The Fighting Irish had a new head 
coach in 1918 — Rockne, whose next 
three teams won 28 of 29 games, in- 
cluding three against Nebraska. 

Notre Dame's 7-0 victory at South 
Bend, Ind., in 1921 was the Cornhusk- 
ers’ only loss in a 7-1 season under 
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first-year head coach Fred Dawson. 

Dawson's second Nebraska team 
aiso finished 7-1, losing only to Syra- 
cuse 9-6. 

The Cornhuskers handed Notre 
Dame its lone defeat in 1922, leaving 
South Bend with a 14-6 victory. With 
that game the stage was set for what 
the passing of time has turned into 
the greatest drama of Cornhusker 


in 1922 and didn't make the trip. 

Notre Dame backs Eimer Layden, 
Don Miller, Jim Crowley and Harry 
Stuhid@reher, who would be mick- 
named the “Four Horsemen” by 
famed sports writer Graniland Rice 
in 1924, were sophomores.

Nebraska was one week too late’ Memorial Stadium growth 
in dedicating Memorial Stadium ‘ 


By Mike Babcock 

Nebraska defeated Oklahoma 24-0 
in the first football game ever played 
in Memorial Stadium. 

Oct. 18, 1923. 

The Cornhuskers: wore blue, in 
contrast to Oklahoma’s red, for the 
first and only time in school history. 

It would have been an appropriate 
way to dedicate the stadium. 

The problem was, the CornhuSk- 
ers’ new home wasn’t officially dedi- 
cated until a week later, with a 
scoreless tie against Kansas. 

A newspaper account of the game 
explained that Nebraska’s inability to 
win might be attributed to “that 
spectre known as a stadium dedica- 
tion Jinx. It looks like it is impossible 
for a team to win the game which 
formally opens a stadium.” 

A year earlier Nebraska’ had 
spoiled the dedication of a new sta- 
dium at the University of Kansas, de- 
feating the Jayhawks 28-0. 

Yale, Michigan and Ohio State 
were among other schools failing to 
win games dedicating the new sta- 
diums being built following the end of 
World War IL. College football was 
gaining popularity. 

And schools wanted new stadiums 
to showcase their teams. 

Nebraska was no different. 

Memorial Stadium replaced a field 
that ran east and west just to the 
south of what is now the South Sta- 
dium offices. The Nebraska Athletic 
Field could accommodate approxi- 
mately 10,000 fans. 

The attendance at the final game 


played there, however, was esti- 
mated at 16,000, a tribute to the Corn- 
huskers’ opponent that afternoon in 
late November of 1922 — Notre 
Dame — and, perhaps, evidence of a 
tendency to exaggerate such things. 

When Nebraska defeated the 
Fighting Irish 17-0 in the final game 
of the 1925 season, the reported at- 
tendance was 45,000, even though Me- 
morial Stadium had only 31,000 per- 
manent seats at the time. 

In any case, the Cornhuskers upset 
Notre Dame 14-6 in the final game at 
Nebraska Athletic Field. 

That performance, like the 24-0 
victory against Oklahoma, would 
have been more desireable for dedi- 
cating Memorial Stadium than a 0-0 
tie with Kansas, coached by the 
same George “Potsy’ Clark who 
would coach the eas in 1945 
and 1948, 

The dedication pane attracted 
“fully 20,000” fans, some 5,000 more 
than had attended the Oklahoma 
game one week earlier. 

A trainload of Kansas fans arrived 
the morning of the game. 

The day before the game, John 
Selleck, the Nebraska athletic de- 
partment business manager, tried to 
dispell rumors that all the tickets had 
been sold. “There will be between 
four and five thousand tickets still 
available Saturday,” Selleck said. 

Enthusiasm was high. ~ 

A major concern for the Cornhusk- 
ers was the health of captain Verne 
Lewellen, who had been sidelined by 
an “infected knee.” 


The senior fullback’s return to 
practice on Thursday before the 
game was reason for optimism. 

“A victory over Kansas will send 
the Huskers up another run on the 
latider which leads to retention of the 
Missouri Valley. championship,” John 
Bentley wrote inthe Nebraska State 
Journal. “Metaphorically speaking, 
it’s anicy step.” 

The weather was pleasant. 

Statistically “speaking, Nebraska 
dominated the visitors, twice moving 
the ball inside the Kansas 10-yard 
line, only to be stopped short. 

- One of thosé times, a fourth-down 
carry by Herbert Dewitz from the 1- 
yard line ended just inches from the 
Jayhawk end zone. 

“It looked frorn the press box like 
he went over but was pushed back,” 
Bentley wrote, in what was then an 
acceptable editorial style, 

An headline on the story con- 
firmed Bentley's observation, noting: 
“Stands Go Wild, Thinking Herb De- 
witz Had Crossed.” 

The disappointment of the tie ap- 
parently was offset, to some degree, 
by the day’s halftime activities. Bent- 
ley wrote: “One of the most effective 
between-half demonstrations ever 
staged on a Nebraska field was put 
on when students, both men and 
women, dressed in red and white, 
filed on the field and formed a mam- 
moth “K.U.” and then “N.U.” 

And so Memorial Stadium was 
dedicated, of: ficially. 

It was a nice touch. But a victory 
would have been better.

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dium audience of some 30,000 — “the 
greatest crowd ever assembled in 
the Missouri valley to witness a foot- 
ball game,” according to the Ne- 
braska State Journal — Nebraska de- 
feated Rockne’s “wonder team” 14-7. 

The Nebraska State Journal head- 
line of Nov. 11, 1923, proclaimed: 
“Husker Win Upsets World of Foot- 
ball.” 

Notre Dame was regarded as four 
touchdowns better than Dawson’s 
Cornhuskers, who won the Missouri 
Valley Conference but finished’ the 
season with a rather undistinguished 
4-2-2 record, overall. 

Backs Dave Noble and Rufus De- 
witz, who threw a touchdown pass, 
and end John “Choppy” Rhodes drew 
praise in newspaper accounts of the 
game, as did Nebraska’s “green” line, 
which included Weir. 

That line; the Nebraska State 
Journal's John Bentley reported, 
“forced the Irish to an aerial attack 
when their famous off-tackle plays, 
end runs and line bucks refused to 
net yards,” 

Nearly 30 years later, Weir told 
Lincoln Journal sports editor Walt 
Dobbins that the 1923 upset of Notre 
Dame was one of his two biggest 
thrills in football.

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Weir, now 87 years old, hasn't 
changed his opinion. 

The other, he said, was Nebraska’s 
14-0 victory over Illinois and Red 
Grange, the Galloping Ghost, in 
Champaign, Ill, to open the 1925 sea- 
son, the Cornhuskers’ first of four 
under Coach EE. Bearg. 

According to author James E. 
Sherwood, in his book “Nebraska 
Football,” Grange “left the game at 
the beginning of the fourth quarter 
almost in a state of tears because of 
the frustrations caused by the Corn- 
husker defense.” 

Weir, who stood 6-feet tall and 
weighed 191 pounds, was a tenacious 
defender. He was considered one of 
the first “red-dogging” linemen, set- 
ting up a yard or two off the line of 
scrimmage and using his quick start 
to crash through the defense and 
tackle ball carriers. 

Weir's aggressive play earned him 
Ajl-American recognition, twice. And 
it earned him the respect of Rockne 
and Notre Dame. 

After Nebraska's 34-6 loss to Notre 
Dame at South Bend in 1924, Rockne 
visited the Cornhusker locker room 
to congratulate Weir on his perform- 
ance, Notre Dame students voted

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American team,” proclaiming: 
“Edwin Weir, the gentleman — Notre 
Dame pays you the compliment of 
being the outstanding tackle to ever 
appear on Cartier (Field).” 

Nebraska defeated Notre Dame 
17-0 in Lincoln in the final game of 
Weir's college career. 

Rockne called Weir “the greatest 
(football player) in the country; a 
great man in size, fast, a furious 
charger, hard tackler and a man who 
plays always as if inspired.” 

“He was pretty good to some of 
us,” Weir said recently, as he turned 
the pages of a scrapbook filled with 
newspaper clippings recounting the 
games against Notre Dame. 

The great players in Nebraska 
football during the 1920s included 
Clarence Swanson, Chick Hartley, 
Verne Lewellen, Lon Stiner, Joy Ber- 
quist, Glen Preston, Choppy Rhodes 
and, near the end of the decade, 
Glenn Presnell and linemen Dan 
McMullen and Ray Richards. 

Not only was Weir in that group, 
he was among the greatest players of 
an era that included the Four Horse- 
men and Grange. 

In fact, Rockne once called Weir 
the “greatest tackle of all time.”

Utah quarterback will try

First, Scott Mitchell tries to ieee 
the playbook. 

Then, he tries: toplay football with 
the most eomplieated, and recently, 
the most ‘productive offense in col- 
lege football. 

“Our playbook is actually a very. 
big book. But in practical application, 
it’s as vast as the mind of our offen- 
sive coordinator,” said Utah junior 
quarterback Mitchell, the national 
leader in passing and total offense 
last year. 

“We've got the basic theory and 
then Jack Reilly (Utah offensive 
coordinator and quarterback coach) 
figures out all these new opportuni- 
ties and tries them out in practice,” 
Mitchell said, “By the end of praec- 
tice, my-mind is w 

“Thank goodness, by game time, 
we simplify things and get a pretty 
good seript. that everybody under- 
Stands.” 

Behind Mitchell, the Utes run a 
Single-back, no-back, two-back, four- 
receiver, five-receiver and swinging- 
gate offense, among others. 

“We have a good time. I wonder 
what it’s like for defensive coaches to 
watch us on film,” he said. 

Nebraska Coach Tom Osborne and 
NU defensive coordinator Charlie 
McBride said it’s scary. 

“What you learn is to watch for the 
people and try to figure out where 
they want to go and that will cut 
down on the confusion about the way 
they line up,” Osborne said. 

Mitchell said the confusion is part 
of the fun. 

“We're a very complicated offen- 
sive team and it takes a long time to 
learn it,” he said. “With new receiv- 
ers this year, I know that the receiv- 
ers and | are just starting to get the 
feel of what we can do on the field.” 

Mitchell hit only 17 of 48 passes in 
his first game — a 52-22 loss to 
Fresno State. Last week, he con- 
nected on 28 of 41 passes for 394 
yards and five touchdowns in a 45-10 
victory over Utah State. 

“Is hard to describe the differ- 
ence in feeling, but we made things 
happen and we took the game to 
Utah State. The week before, we 
waited for things to happen and we 
didn't get anything done,” he said. 

“We know what it takes. We know 
we have to be the positive force. It 
took us awhile to learn it last year, 
and it took us'a game'this year.”

Kearney State Coach Claire Boroff 
said the only good thing about losing 
streaks is breaking them. - 

Saturday afternoon at Foster Field 
in Kearney, the Antelopes will get a 
chance to end a seven-game losing 
streak against Moorhead State. The 
Lopers are coming off a win against 
Nebraska-Omaha, the first win 
against the Mavericks since 1983. 

“We have played well enough 
against Moorhead to win some years, 
but we just haven’t been able to do

Moorhead State is coming off a 
season-opening 20-13 loss to Concord- 
ia-Minnesota but should give the 
Lopers a stiff challenge, Boroff said.

“They took 90 snaps 
in their first game. I'm still can't be- 
lieve they snapped the ball 90 times 
and lost.”

“We made some changes in the 
second quarter and finally got things 
going,” Fortier said. “It was a typical 
first game for us. We had some mis- 
takes and didn’t get things going 
early.” 

Boroff said Kearney State's de- 
fense will have to play well against 
the Dragons. Kearney State, 1-1 in- 
cluding a 23-20 loss to Northern State 
to open the season and ranked No. 17 
in NAIA Division I, has given up an 
average of 320.5 yards of total of- 
fense per game. 

“Our defense has played well from 
the second half of the Northern State 
game through all four quarters 
against UNO,” he said. “We're gain- 
ing experience and getting better.

‘You have to love football 
to play at Fitchburg State’ 


FITCHBURG, Mass. (AP) — 
Fitchburg State Falcons have lost 
everything except their love for foot- 
ball. 


The hapless Falcons have won 
only one. game since beginning var- 
sity play in 1984, and their 
losing streak is the worst in the na- 
tion. But their coach says, “It's fun,” 
and the student body, which raises 
the money to field the team, voted 
Seg to keep the Falcons 
playing. 

“You have to love football to play 
at Fitchburg State,” said starting 
center Dan Marrash, 24,.a nursing 
student with a 3.2 grade point aver- 
age. He concedes it can get discdur- 
aging, even for a 6-foot-l, 260-pound 
ex-Marine, “but we keep after each 
other, And someday, somehow we 
know weare going to win.” 

For this is Division HI football 
with no scholarships, part-time 
coaches, bouncing bus rides over 
New England hills and sometimes 
few rewards, except a chance to play 
the game. 

“The only recruiting is you go up 
to coach and say you want to play,” 
sophomore quarterback Rich Le- 
Blane said. 

“Of course, everyone dreams of 
gelting the game ball when we .fi- 
nally break the -streak,” LeBlanc 
said. “If. 1 do, I'l give it to the 
coaches. They've worked'so hard and 
tried so hard all these years, without 
getting down that we can’t... And/all 
the guys who played for us‘and never 
gotto win.” |

The only time the Falcons won in 
44 games was Sept. 21, 1985, when 
they defeated New York Maritime 
28-23. Although it has since resumed 
competition, New York Maritime did 
not field a team the following season. 

But even after last year’s 0-9 sea- 
Son, when the Falcons managed only 
141 net yards rushing — gaining 602 
yards and losing 461 over the course 


of a season in which they scored 20 


points and their opponents scored 239 
— the 3,200 students at the central 
Massachusetts school voted by an 88 
percent margin to continue picking 
up the football budget of about 
$30,000. 

“They are young men of uncom- 
mon courage,” school President Vin- 
cent Mara said.-“The kids are deter- 
mined to hang tough and grit it out. 
Anti if they are willing to make that 
kind of effort, we're not going to do 
anything to'stop them.” 

Nothing seems to stop their coach. 
* “TJ don't know whether I’m a born 
optimist, but I don’t get down on the 
kids,” said Dave Secino, the Falcons’ 
only coach. Secino returned home to 
run the family tailor shop after play- 
ing offensive line for the University 
of Maine and sometimes fixes rips in 


team uniforms. 

“They are on a mission. They 
know that if they give up, football 
will disappear at Fitchburg State. 
And we all know it’s not going to be 
this way forever,” Secino said. 

Secino decided to try the wishbone 
offense this season, and in last week- 
end's opening game, fullback Gary 
Fountain, a 5-6, 170-pound senior, 
shattered Fitchburg State rushing 
records by scrambling for 129 yards, 
including a 60-yard touchdown. 

For 10 glorious minutes, the Fal- 
cons held a 13-12 lead over Lowell. 
Then Lowell scored 24 straight points 


and won 36-13. Fountain broke a leg, 


and the Falcons moved closer to Co- 
lumbia’s mark of 44 straight losses, 
which ended last year. 

Division III Macalester still holds 
the all-time collegiate mark of 50. 

Saturday, the Falcons face peren- 
nial Division III power Plymouth 
State of New Hampshire, which suf- 
fered its first home loss to a New 
England Conference opponent since 
1980, bowing 8-7 to Bridgewater State 
last weekend. 

“Just my luck,” Secino said. “We 
come up against them when they are 
mad.”

On Friday, Oct. 30, Colts General 
Manager Jimmy Irsay walked into 
Ron Meyer’s office and asked the 
head coach if he would like to make a 
run at Dickerson.

The Colts, however, needed more 
ammunition to entice the Rams. So 
they shopped their unsigned first- 
round pick, linebacker Cornelius 
Bennett, to the Buffalo Bills for two 
first-round picks, a second-rounder 
and tailback Greg Bell.

For Dickerson, they could offer three 
first round picks, three seconds, Bell 
and one of their own backs, Owen 
Gill.

So far, this much is Sate Each 
of the three teams, all struggling be- 
fore the trade, has made the playoffs 
since, although Dickerson’s Colts 
were edged out last season. 

The consensus among analysts 
and league personnel experts inter- 
viewed for this story is that all three 
teams improved themselves by the 
trade, although the Rams might be 
the long-term winner. Bennett gives

erson. 


Joel Buchsbaum, a writer who 
scours the nation’s football talent for 
Pro Football Weekly, wonders if a 
Dickerson-Everett backfield would 
have been so great. — 

“Byverett’s role would be reduced,” 
he said: “His development wouldn't 
have been as rapid. And the Rams 
would be an older feam now. And, if 
you've got Eric Dickerson, you've got 
to run the Eric Dickerson offense,”

*“If they have any weakness, it’s 
well disguised,” Mike Ditka said of 
the Vikings, who steamrollered a 
good Houston team 38-7 last Sunday 
and beat the Bears 31-7 last year. 

They also beat: Chicago at home 
last year but managed to lose the 
NFC Central Division title by losing 
twice to Green Bay, a team that won 
only two other games all season. 

Minnesota indeed looked awesome 
Sunday, but the Bears also played 
well against a high-caliber opponent, 
‘beating Cincinnati 17-14 on a 95-yard 


fourth-quarter drive engineered by 
Mike Tomezak. On defense, Dan
